stiff today,

from the fort for the past two days, 
on detail %v ork ov er the lines.

w'ent ev er "he line from Cav ite to 
Bacorr, a small to v n ab out fifteen 
miles from here. It was a rocky trip 
for yours truly, as I had to wade 
and swim the little pony I had, and 
the pony wes a v ery hard one to 
ride. 
Lieut. Rudd, one other man and 
myself were 
together. 
W e got 
into Bacorr at 7 p. m., v ery tired. 
W e met a gang of our corps, whicli 
left the other day, 
and camped 
with them that night, in a b amb oo 
house, on the floor. 
Our supper 
waas a b ig dish of rice and some 
small pieces of meat (don’t know 
what kind) and water. 
Our b reak­ 
fast consisted of coiYee, rolls and a 
nativ e dish which we went at like 
sav ages. 
The lieutenant of the 
squad we met took Lieut. Rudd 
and went ov er to the Xcwport, 
leav ing us witli a sergeant. 
After 
a 
while the captain came strag­ 
gling 
in 
with 
a 
squad 
of 
men and started us all for Cav ite 
to stretch a line of our own, Gen. 
Aguinaldo protesting against our 
taking his wire. 
Tlie work is a 
simple form of Wheatstone here,on 
a metalic circuit, and w^e can’t use 
his line that way. 
He v ery kindly 
offered us the use of the system, 
which we of course declined, and 
started our own wire. 
I walked in 
ahead of the squad and got in last 
night at retreat. 
Tired was no 
name for it. 
I tried, howev er, to 
get a lot of wire and start to meet 
them, b ut our wire was all out on 
the “ Morgan City^’ and could not 
b e had, so I went to b ed. 
1 feel v ery well today, except a 
little sore from carrying my equip­ 
ments. 
The cartridge b elt, with 
forty-fiv e rounds of 
Springfield 
cartridges and rifle, 
is no easy 
thing. 
I understand that just as 
soon as the wires reach here so that 
quick communication can b e had, 
they will get into iiction at once. 
Maj, Thompson has just b een in, 
and was telling of the b attle last 
night. 
He says three of our men 
were killed and sev en wounded.
